paupers, rich and pood alike, were 
victims of this greatly feared dis 
ease. 
Spread by Airplanes 
Within tile past century many of 
the world’s leading scientists have 
succumbed to this disease, in their 
effort to isolate the germ and find 
a cure, they contracted the fatal 
disease. 
Such martyrs as Stokes, 
Noguchi, Young and Reed, died so 
Glut millions might live.

fever is indeed a pathetic sight.

hope you may never have this ex 
perience. 
The victim has a high 
fever, is restless and nauseous. 
T he skin is pale and soon turns 
yellow. 
The eyes are swollen and 
blood shot. The victim groans con­ 
stantly, complaining of severe pain 
and thirst. 
Though modern methods of sal 
I itation 
and 
destruction 
of 
the 
dreaded mosquito have lessened the 
number of cases of yellow fever, 
the m enace of the disease is ever 
present. 
It is hoped that tile n> w 
serum will furnish protection a: I 
promote the ultimate eradication of 
this ancient enemy of civilization.
